A State Farm 

We are faced with the task 
of breeding draught animals 
for agriculture, industry and 
to a smaller degree pack ani- 
mals for the army and riding 
horses for the police. Of 
course, it would be easier if 
we could import the animal 
we need, but that costs for- 
eign currency. The last trans 
port of American mules and 
horves is valued at 259,000 
dollars. It is the duty of every 
community to breed the ani- 
mais it needs, and the duty of 
the Government to save foreign 
currency whenever possibiec. I 
know there is a trend in the 
government which believes tha? 
it is cheaper to import things 
than to produce them here, 
especially if the impdért of 
fodder for the upkeep of ani- 
mals is involved. 


If we do not start breeding 
we will have to import am- 
mais to the end of our days, 
that means wasting foreign 
currency continualiy. The 
rearing of horses is expensive 
at the moment, but prices for 
working animals are exorbi- 
tant.

of minor ailments, shoeing, 
tackle and vehicles, loading 
ete. 

2) Rearing and training of 
the entrusted animals and 
those bred by the Institute. 

3) Marketing of the finish- 
ed articie. 

4) The control of breeding. 
as only those enimals should 
be accepted which derive 
from mares and §$ stallions 
which have been found suit- 
able for breeding the type of 
animal we want in the 
country. The type of animal 
needed and bred here must 
be rooted in this part of the 
world, Le. it must be based 
on Arab blood or be entirely 
of Arab blood.
